With the idea of compromise again 
ill the air, it seems necessary to state 
once mon the simple issue raised by 
the President’s Supreme Court plan. 
The President is asking, of Con­ 
gress power to appoint several new 
mem in is of this Court, the highest in 
the land and therefore the filial au­ 
thority on constitutional interpreta­ 
tions. 
His purpose, frankly stated by him­ 
self, is to create on the Court a ma­ 
jority favorable to his own views of 
how the Constitution should be In­ 
terpreted. 
This is objected to. not because the 
I resident’s views on the Constitution 
are wrong but because it amounts to 
a political invasion of judicial inde­ 
pendence. Once invaded iii this man­ 
lier, the Court’s independence might lie 
invaded again and again, and for bar­ 
post s that no man may undertake to 
foretell. 


That is the issue aud the sole issue 
And, that being the case, there are 
some purported avenues of compro­ 
mise which automatically 
must 
he 
ruled out as being beside the point. 
There could be no acceptable compro­ 
mise, for example, on the basis of the 
number of new justices to lie appoint­ 
ed 
As long as the purpose was to in- 
fllienee decisions- which would be un­ 
avoidably tin view taken of it under 
present circumstances — the creation 
of even one additional place on the 
Court would lie no less objectoinable 
than the creation of RO. 
That seems unmistakably clear, and 
we hope it will be so to those who 
will have to deal with the proposed 
com prom is*'
